Counsel for Russians Ac- 


cuse Englishmen As Plot. 


Instigators. 


By STANLEY P. RICHARDSON. 

MOSCOW, April 17.—(4)—A “five- 
year plan of sabotage” by six British 
electrical engineers on trial for brib- 
ery, sabotage, and espionage, was 
charged tonight by the counsel for 
three of their Russian co-defendants. 

The accusation was made at the be- 
ginning of the defense summation, 
shortly after Prosecutor Andrey Vish- 
insky asked that charges against Al- 
bert W. Gregory be dismissed but that 
the five other British employes of the 
Metropolitan-Vickers Electrical Com- 
pany be convicted as “spies, saboteurs 
and bribers.”’ 

Speculation regarding the possible 
verdicts included 10-year sentences for 
two of the Britons. a possible three- 
year sentence for one of them, and 
death sentences for two of the Rus- 
sians. 

It was speculated also that the 
other nine Russians would be given 
various prison terms and that two 
Britons would probably be released 
and bound over. 

The session tonizht was devoted to 
pleas by four defense attorneys, all of 
whom are acting on behalf of the pris- 
oners who had pleaded guilty and 
whose activities therefore were con- 
fined to the most perfunctory sort of 
defense, 3 

A. A. Snafirnov, counsel for William 
L. MacDonald, was the first to p'ead 
for any of the Britons. He emphasized 
that his client had been crippled since 


childhood. 

Saying that MacDonald lacked a 
college edutation and normal asso- 
ciations with other youths, his client. 
easily fell under the influence of Vas- 
silli Gusev, one of the Russian defend- 
ants, and “other Russian counter-rev- 
the attorney insisted. 

Gusev, 
whom the. prosecution demanded the 
death penalty, was said by Smirnov 
| to have sold his country, along with 
‘<= of the others, for a few rubles. 

Russian defenders of Gusev, V. A. 
Sokolov, P. E. Olyenik, M. O. Kras- 


_neninnikoy and others, pleaded that 


their clients had fallen under the in- 
fluence of the Britons and therefore 
were entitled to consideration in the ' 
verdict, notwithstanding their pleas, 
of guilty, Smirnov continued.

emergency relief fund. All reports en- 
thusiastically supported the manage- 
ment and complimented officers in 
their work.

Roll Call That Sees Dem- 
ocrats Split; New Plan 
Comes Up Today.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—(/)— 
A soft-spoken word from the White 
House today crushed in defeat senate 
advocates of monetary inflation as a 
means of aiding the farmer. 

Their propegal to add remonetiza- 
tion of silver to President Roosevelt’s 
far-reaching agricultural relief bill 
was defeated, 43 to 33. 

Senator Russell, Georgia’s junior 
senator, was among the 25 democrats 
who voted for free coinage. Senator 
George did not vote. Seven repub- 
licans were recorded for the amend- 
ment, while 20 republicans and 23 
democrats voted “no.” 

Amid Bryanesque echoes of the tur- 
hulent ’96 campaign, the senate re- 
sounded all afternoon to a cry for 
free coinage of the white metal at 
16-to-1 with gold, sponsored by Sen- 
ator Wheeler, democrat, Montana, 
and urged by othérs. 

Decisive Factor. 

The chief executive’s opposition to 
making currency inflation part of the 
farm program was_ considered by 
many senators the decisive factor in 
defeating the silver amendment. Op- 
ponents were amazed by the strength 
shown for it and said several who 
favored inflation voted against it only 
because Mr. Roosevelt did not want 
it added to the agriculture bill. 

A moment before the vote, Senator 
Robinson, of Arkansas, the demo- 
cratic leader and only opponent to 
speak, informed Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho: “The president does 
not desire” the amendment. Borah 
had said he would vote against it if 
the president disapproved. 

The Idahoan had been insistinz 
that only through expansion of the 
currency could commodity prices be 
lifted, the depression conquered and 
the farmers’ income restored. He con- 
tended farm relief and inflation went 
hand in hand. 

Undaunted by this setback, but 
| cheered by the gain from last Janu- 
ary, when his silver plan was defeated 
56 to 18, Wheeler announced off the 


| floor he would press it separately later 


on. Meanwhile Thomas, democrat, Ok- 
lahoma, brought formally before the 


senate another inflation plan.

Under this plan, the government 
would pay the farmer $80 a mule for 
his cotton until 5,000,000 bales were 
bought. Cotton then would double in 
price, Mr. Jones claimed, and the 
farm board’s supply of 3,000,000 
bales would be worth $180,000,000 in- 
steady of only $90,000,000, as at pres- 
ent. 

“When three competing merchants 
find they are losing business,” @r. 
Jones said, “one buys out the other 
two. Today 9,000,000 bales of carry- 
over cotton hold down the ,price. Of 
this amount 4,000,000 is a normal 
carry-over, but 5,000,000 are still left. 

“My plan is for the government to 
go to the farmers now as they are 
planting the new crop, and give each 
$80 per mule in exchange for their 
abandonment of cotton this year. Of 
this, the landlord would get a fourth, 
if the farmer were-a renter. This of- 
fer would apply to farmers who had 
been engaged in that occupation say 
for five years. 

“This offer would apply until 5,000.- 
000 bales had been bought. The ef- 
fect would be to double the price of 
cotton. The farm board then would 
get 12 cents for its cotton amounting 
to 3,000,000 bales, or $180.000,000 for 
what is now worth only $90,000,000.” 

The purchase wonld provide that 
the farmer raise only grain and food 
crops on his land, Mr, Jones explain- 
ed. He said that the objection to the 
leasing plan was that a farmer who 
leased his land to the government 
could turn over his equipment to 
someone else for the purpose of rais- 
ing cotton. 

“This plan,” Mr. Jones added, 
“would give the south a purchasing 
power of $500,000,000 and would end 
the depression.” | 

No laws and no subsidy would be 
necessary, he explained. Mr. Jones 
added that inflation, as he had ob- 
served it in Europe, had not worked 
well. If adopted at all, it should be 
only as a last resort.

SOTTSBORO TRIAL 
DELAYED BY COURT 


‘Judge Rules That Liebo- 


witz Statement Preju- 
dices Case of Client. 


DECATUR, Ala., April 17.—(>)— 
The Scottsboro cases were postponed 
indefinitely today because the court 
held a purported criticism of Ala- 


bama -juries by Samuel L. Leibowitz, 
of defense counsel, had prejudiced the 
cases against his own clients. 

Judge James E. Horton directed 
postponement of ¢he remaining cases 
against seven negroes charged with 
assaulting two white girl hoboes and 
rebuked Leibowitz. 

A statement that appeared in the 
New York Herald Tribune and cred- 
ited to the New York attorney, who 
volunteered to defend the negroes and 
lost his first case down here, was re- 
sponsible for the unexpected action. 

Concerning the jury that convicted 
Haywood Patterson—first of the ne- 
groes to face retrial here—the New 
ev paper quoted Leibowitz like 

is: 

“If you ever saw those creatures, 
those bigots whose mouths are slits 
in their faces, whose eyes pop out at 
you like frogs, whose chins drip to- 
bacco juice, bewhiskered and filthy, 
roa would not ask how they could do 
] 


Judge Horton, who was praised by 
Leibowitz for his conduct of the Pat- 
terson trial, said: he did not know 
“whether the leading counsel for the 
defense made the statement imputed 
to him. It could make little differ- 
ence whether he actually said It or 
not. The effect would be the same. 
The pyblished statement was uncalled 


or. 
_ The judge who had charged the 
jury in the Patterson case to forget 
color and creed and state lines said 
today that the accused negro “must 
be a victim of this statement.” 

“His leading attorney (Leibowitz) 
would be a millstone about his neck,” 
said Judge Horton. 

The court then ordered a continu- 
ance of the case against “Charlie 
Weems—second of the Scottsboro boys 
to face a retrial—“until such time 
when in its judgment a fair and im- 
partial trial may be had.” 

The dramatic climax to the long- 
drawn-out Scottsboro cases came aft- 
er Judge Horton had sentenced Pat- 
terson to die in the electric chair June 
16 for criminal «assault on Mrs. Vic- 
toria Price, a Huntsville cotton mill 
worker and a_ hobo. 

Liebowitz was not present when 
the decision was made. He has not 
returned here from New York. 

The statements attributed to Leibo- 
witz “must make impossible any just 
and impartial verdict,” the judge said 
today after reading both attorneys’ 
published statements. 

The judge held that the “defend- 
ants’ chief counsel was at fault’ in 
the newspaper battle between him and 
Knight on the merits or demerits of 
Alabama juries. 

“It is the duty of this court to see 
that the defendant has a fair trial,” 
said Judge Horton. 


LIEBOWITZ AGAIN RAPS 


“ALABAMA ATTITUDE” 

NEW YORK, April 17.—(#)—At- 
torney Samuel S. Liebowitz issued a 
statement today in which he said: 
“The millstones around the necks of 
the Scottsboro boys is that Alabama 
attitude which made the 12 Decatur 
jurors guffaw as théy pushed Hey- 
wood Patterson toward the electric 
chair last Palm Sunday morn.” 

His statement followed ‘receipt of 
the news that Judge James E.: Horton 
had postponed the remaining trials 
of the accused Scottsboro negroes, 
saying that because of an utterance 
by Leibowitz about the jury that con- 
victed Heywood Patterson he would 
be “a mill stone” about the neck of 
the next man to be tried. 

“I respect Judge Horton and the 
fair-minded people of the state who 
are willing to extend to their col- 
ored fellow citizens the protection of 
the law which we take as a thing 
for granted in New York,” he said. 
“As for the rest, the baying pack, the 
wolves of bigotry, who raised the Hit- 
ler cry of ‘Jew money from New 
York’ because we dared to demand a 
square deal for a poor unfortunate 
whose skin was black, I stand pat.” 


NORTH CAROLINA JURY 
ALSO IS CHALLENGED 

DURHAM, N. C., April 17.—(P) 
Judge M. V. Barnhill, acting on the 
petition of negro attorneys, today or- 
dered Durham county authorities to 
appear before him to testify whether 
names of negroes were placed in the 
grand and petit jury boxes along with 
those of white men. 

The negro attorneys were acting for 
James Tucker, negro, charged with 
second-degree murder of Charlie 
Brooks, white, who was killed dur- 
ing a riot at the Durham County 
Home December 5, 1932. 

In addition to this petition, the at- 
torneys also entered a motion that the 
indictment be set aside on the ground 
that negroes were barred from the 
grand jury. 

The question, lawyers here said, 
was similar to that raised in Ala- 
bama at the start of the “Scottsboro 


trial.”

Americans prepared to evacuate their 
posts in north China tonight as the 


Japanese offensive below the Great 
Wall threatened to sweep on to Peip- 
we og Tientsin. 

he United States minister, Nelson 
T. Johnson, notified his consul gen- 
eral to Tientsin, Frank Lockhart, a 
veteran in the China service, that he 
would he held responsible for the safe- 
guarding of United States citizens in 
the war zone. 

The minister empowered Lockhart 
to advise American nationals to evac- 
uate outposts between Tientsin and 
the wall, where considerable United 
is located. 
Consular and diplomatic authorities 
ave no power to force Americans to 
evacuate, but ordinarily in emergen- 
cies such as this their “advice” is suf- 
ficient. 

The station master a Changli, 
where American Methodist mission 
property is located, including a hos- 
pital and schools, informed his supe- 
riors that Japanese airplanes had 
dropped five bombs near the mission 
buildings during an air raid over the 
Chinese lines. 

The telegram from Changli was sup- 
ported by an official Chinese military 
communique declaring that a Japa- 
nese plane had dropped 30 bombs at 
Shih-Hsi, 50 miles north of Peiping, 
killing the leader and 10 workers in 
the Red Swastika (Cross) Associa- 
tion’s relief unit there.

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INTOLERANCE RUN RIOT. 

The earnest protest of Marion 
Jackson, prominent Atlanta citizen 
and religious leader, at the radical 
outbursts emanating from the pro- 
hibition committee of the Atlanta 
Christian Council, will strike a re- 
sponsive chord in the hearts and 
minds of many sincere advocates 


of temperance. 

No layman in Atlanta has con- 
tributed more of his time, abiltiy 
and wealth to the promotion of the 
cause of the church than Mr. Jack- 
son, and his calm comment on the 
harm to be expected from the vio- 
lent expressions of the Christian 
Council is in keeping with his long 
service to his church and his com- 
munity. 

On the same day that Mr. Jack- 
son’s communication appeared in 
The Constitution, there was pub- 
lished a statement from the coun- 
cil in which the position was taken 
that “millions of men and women, 
jealous of the honor of the nation 
and the integrity of her laws, have 
been mortified by representatives 
and senators — guardians of the 
law—who have stultified them- 
selves and dishonored their high 
stations.” 

Not content with such an ex- 
treme statement, the council adds 
that “it is perhaps not too much 
to say that in all the history of 
America there has never been so 
brazen and daring a defilement of 
the law on the part of officials un- 
der solemn oath to defend and pro- 
tect the law.” 

Such statements are grossly in- 
tolerant, and, as pointed out by Mr. 
Jackson, are not in keeping either 
with the tenets of the Bible or the 
teachings of the Savior. 


No wonder that earnest and sin- 
cere Christians have, like Mr. Jack- 
son, ‘‘tried in vain to get the council 
2 -. not to display a spirit such as 
was in a recent article rebuking 
congress for having opened its ses- 
sion with prayer and then having 
enacted legislation anent the liquor 
traffic, which legislation was advo- 
cated by President Roosevelt, but 
not approved by the writer for the 
council's prohibition committee.” 


These efforts having failed, Mr. 
Jackson is led to make public pro- 
test because of his conviction that 
‘to continue silent is to invite a 
greater risk to the cause which fs 
dearer to me than life.” 

In years gone by, the church 
waced war on intemperance, not 
only regarding the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors, but of deed and 
word. From its pulpits rang earnest 
appeals for temperance and toler- 
ance and its members banded them- 
selves together in organizations the 
sole object of which was to com- 
bat, in the spirit of Christ, the evils 
afflicting the world, 

Then the church won its fight; 
now it is losing because many of its 
leaders have substituted intolerance | 
and bigotry for tolerance and the 
teachings of the Bible.

It 
explains why snow sleds and ice 
skates do not mean as much to the 
boys of today as they did to their 
dads in their younger days—but 
the turn in the cycle, registered in 
1932, means that the babies of to- 
day, who will be the youngsters of 
a decade away, will be able to frolic 
most of the winter through on 
snow-covered ground and frozen 
lakes and streams. 


A METEORIC INDUSTRY. 


The death of William E. Metzger, 
one of the pioneers of the automo- 
bile industry, before he had reached 
the allotted span of man’s life of 
three score years and ten, calls at- 
tention to the tremendous strides 
made by this now dominant manu- 
facturing industry in little more 
than a quarter of a century. 

Few industries have so revolu- 
tionized living conditions as has the 
manufacture of automobiles, and no 
industry seriously rivals it today 
in its importance in the fields of 
finance, commerce and employ- 
ment. Yet men and women still 
in middle age can look back to the 
years when an automobile was a 
curiosity. 

Less than two decades ago the 
streets of our cities were filled with 
lumbering horse-drawn drays, haul- 
ing merchandise of all kinds, and 
the average family still went for 
its Sunday afternoon ride behind 
prancing steeds, 

Only yesterday heated discus- 
sions arose as to the fitness of the 
automobile for use in funerals and 
other solemn processions. 

People lived in congested resi- 
dential sections near the centers of 
the cities because of the necessary 
dependence upon street cars in 
going to and from their daily 
labors. Now many homes are re- 
moved from the bustle and noise 
of city life and the five or ten-mile 
Sunday afternoon drive has been 
stretched to from 50 to 100 miles. 

No industry, with the possible ex- 
ception of the airplane, has had so 
meteoric a development. While the 
airplane industry has assumed no 
such dimensions as has the building 
of automobiles, its conquest of the 
air has been so complete, and its 
contribution to civilization so far- 
reaching, that it deserves to be 
ranked with the wonder industries 
of modern days. 

The automobile has added to the 
health, enjoyment and prosperity of 
the human race, and to such pio- 
neers as William E. Metzger and 
the great industrial leaders who 
made the industry what it is today 
the world owes an undying debt of 
gratitude.

What Happened 


In Russia? 

Four Englishmen, engineers and 
employes .of Metropolitan-Vickers, 
were arrested recently in Moscow. 
The event produced great excitement 
in London, where the immediate re- 
lease of the arrested men was demand- 
ed and negotiations for a new trade 
agreement between England and Rus- 
sia were suddenly broken off: As the 
Russian government did not publish 
the charge on which these men were 
arrested, but solely declared that they 
would be brought to trial soon, a de- 
mand was made in England that the 
prisoners be represented by British 
lawyers at the trial. The Russians 
have consented to let a British lawyer 
be present, but he will not be allowed 
to plead, which is of course quite as 
it should be. 

If a Russian were arrested in Eng- 
land, no Russian lawyer would be per- 
mitted to come over to plead for him. 
As to the charges, it now appears that 
one of the turbines of the Dnieper- 
stroy $100,000,000 dam shows signs 
of rust and despoliation. Investiga- 
tors came to the conclusion that this 
could have resulted only through 
somebody throwing strong acids in 
the water. Since the British engineers 
were in charge of operating this tur- 
bine they fell under suspicion. The 
trial ought to show whether they are 


innocent or not. It seems clear that 
the Britishers had nothing to do with 


ing to gain by it. They wanted to de- 
liver the best kind of article their 
firm manufactured. 

But that does not mean again that 
there might not have been a criminal] 
among the other employes. It would 
be ridiculous if the Russian govern- 
ment would allow the incident to pass 
off without a thorough investigation. 
There are two sides to that question. 
No use crying against Moscow for 
that makes no impression in those 
quarters anyway. The thing is to let 
them find out for themselves who was 
the guilty party.

Health Talks

CANCER OF THE LIP CURABLE 
_WITHOUT OPERATION. 

Nine out of ten cases of cancer 
of the lip are curable by radium 
treament alone, without hospitaliza- 
tion or detention of the patient. 

In the routine treatment radon 
bulbs are used, one or more bulbs 
containing from 400 to 750 millicuries 
each, filtered by 1.5 millimeters of 
brass and 6 millimeters of felt, One 
or more of these bulbs may be used 
for each case, depending on the ex- 
tent of the cancer, In most cases 
only one application of radium is nec- 
essary, this being for an hour or less. 

Four or five days after the ap- 
plication of radium there is a marked 
desquamation or sloughing from the 
surface, then slow healing with heavy 
scab formation for a period of six to 
ten weeks. 

During this period of healing the 
patient soaks the scab daily with 
warm water to remove it, and ap- 
plies some simple antiseptic ointment 
or solution. 

In most cases the lip is entirely 
healed, without noticeable scar or de- 
fect, in four months. 

Where the disease is deeply in- 
filtrated, or where lymphnodes under 
the jaw or in the neck are second- 
arily invelved, additional treatment 
by implantation of gold radon nee- 
dies may be necessary. In many 
cases it is a good practice to give 
some high voltage X-ray treatment 
to the nodes or “glands” on both 
sides of the neck, as a prophylactic 
measure, 

These are some observations made 
by Dr. Edmund Kelly from an ex- 
tensive experience in the treatment 
of cancer. Dr. Kelly regards radium 
treatment of lip cancers “‘pre- 
eminently the method of choice.” It 
has given 93 per cent of two-year 
cures and 81 per cent of five-year 
cures. 

Radium treatment gives better cos- 
metic and functional results than 
surgical excision, 

There is a great saving in expense 
and time for the patient, and no hos- 
pital stay is necessary. 

The patient can carry on his ordi- 
nary occupation or activities while 
undergoing treatment.

Bill Would Halt ‘Specu-’ 
lation With Other Peo- 
ple’s Money.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—()— 
Legislation to carry out. President 
Roosevelt’s pledge to stop “specula- 
tion with other people’s money” by 
revising the bank laws and regulat- 
ing sales rapidly neared completion 
today in congressional committees. 

Committee approval at both ends 
of the capitol by the end of the week 
was predicted for the administration 
bill to safeguard investors in securi- 
ties, while a senate banking subcom- 
mittee approached final action on per- 
manent bank reform legislation 

Chairman Glass predicted his sub- 

committee would complete tomorrow 
its revision of thé permanent bank- 
ing legislation, with the controversial 
provision for a $2,000,000,000 fund to 
insure bank deposits, 
_ The subcommittee sought today to 
find a way to include mutual savings 
banks, with their total deposits of 
about $10,000,000,000, in the insur- 
ance plan through admitting them to 
the federal reserve system. 

A report from the senate banking 
committee by Wednesday on the ad- 
ministration securities control bill was 
predicted by Chairman Fletcher, who 
announced after a meeting today that 
his committee was “practically 
agred” on the terms of the measure. 

Fletcher said the committe would 
not wait for the house interstate com- 
merce committee to complete its re- 
vision of the bill, but would go ahead 
independently. 

The house committee apparently 
was having a little more difficulty in 
its revision of the administration bill, 
but Chairman Rayburn foreeast that 
it — be approved by the end of the 
week.

EMBARGO ON ARMS 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Early Adoption by Senate 
Seen for Bill Authoriz- 
ing Executive Power. 


By CECIL B. DICKSON. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—(@)— 
Congressional approval of the admin- 
istration’s proposal that President 
Roosevelt be empowered to clap em 
bargoes on arms shipments to coun- 


triés in conflict, appeared certain to- 
day after overwhelming house adop- 
tion. 

Beating down stubborn opposition 
led by republicans, the powerful demo- 
cratic majority sent the legislation 
through the house 252 to 109 and to 
the senate, where it is supported by 
most of the democrats. 

A similar proposal, requested by for- 
mer President Hoover, was adopted by 
the senate in the last congress, but it 
died in the session-end legislation jam 
after former Senator Bingham, re- 
publican, Connecticut moved for its 
reconsideration. Despite some indicated 
senate opposition, democratic leaders 
are confident the measure will be ap- 
proved. 

The house vote broke party lines. 
Twenty-two democrats joined 83 re 
publicans and four farmer-laborites in 
opposition, while nine republicans and 
one farmer-laborite—Kvale, of Minne- 
sota—voted with 242 democrats for 
adoption. (All Georgia congressmen 
supported it.) 

e resolution provides: 

“That whenever the president finds 
that in any part of the world condi- 
tions exist that the shipment of arms 
or munitions of war from countries 
which produce these commodities may 
promote or encourage the employment 
of force in the course of a dispute or 
conflict between nations, and, after 
securing the co-operation of such gov- 
ernments as the president deems neces- 
sary, he makes proclamation thereof, 
it shall be unlawful to export, or sell 
for export, except under such limita- 
tions and exceptions as the president 
prescribes, any arms or munitions of 
war from any place in the United 
States to such country or countries as

state, including several hundred dele- 


gates, assembled here today for the 
opening sessions of the 20th annual 
convention of this organization. The 
board of managers of the Georgia 
congress adopted a resolution at its 
session this morning calling upon the 
entire membership of the organiza- 
tion to work for the defeat of any 
plan that will lessen educational op- 
portunities for children of this state 
by shortening the school term. low- 
ering present educational standards. 
or eliminating any school subjects of 
activity that contributes to the health. 
calture or vocational training of Geor- 
gia’s future citizens. 

The resolution also urges all par- 
ents and teachers of this state to 
make a study of educational legis- 
Jation with a view to stimulating an 
educational consciousness and a sense 
of responsibility as citizens to the end 
that all parent-teacher people may 
qualify to vote intelligently for the 
persons who support an adequate 
school program. The board also 
voted to appeal to Governor Talmadge 
to reconsider and proclaim .May 1 
as child health day in Georgia. 

Mrs. Hankinson’s Report.

resident, Mrs. R. H. Hankinson, of 
cDonough, showing that this state

threatened to engulf her, refusing to 
go to her aid on the ground that the 
girl was supposed to be a good swim- 
mer and able to handle herself in 
roughest water. She would jump in 
at all hazards, cven if she herself 
couldn’t swim, and sacrifice life itself 


in the attempt to rescue her child. Yet 
only yesterday I heard of a mother 
who remarke that as far as she was 
concerned her daughter could sink or 
swim in the social whirl, that her 
mother had given her no assistance in 
catching be@ux or in choosing a hus- 
band and if her daughter couldn’t do 
as well by herself it was just too 
bad. Pride, you see, in her own 
prowess and false pride about her 
daughter held her back. 


At the same time I heard of an- 
other mother who had called her 
young daughter in and said to her: 
“Now you have two marriagable 
beaux and it is time you made up 
your mind which one you want to 
marry. Each of these men is go- 
ing to get a wife and he is going 
to get a wife very soon. If not you, 
then some other. Personally, I 
think B. will suit you much better 
than C. and for these reasons.”— 
She then enumerated them’and in 
cold blood laid the facts before that 
daughter. Did she do right? In- 
deed she did, and while she did not 
seek to influence her child against 
the dictates of her heart, she sought 
with her superior knowledge of hu- 
man nature and with her long ex- 
perience of life, to point out to her 
the serious difficulties in connection 
with one choice and the danger of 
oe and coming to no de- 
cision. 


What a lot of glib talk we have 
done these last years about careers 
for women and no one would deny 
the value of a career in the lives of 
some women! Parents of means, as 
well as parents who could give their 
children only paltry advantages, have 
kept before themselves and before their 
children the goal of fitting their 
daughters, as well as their sons, 
to be self-supporting. This is a 
right and reasonable ambition. But 
along with it goes another ambition 
which any normal parent must enter- 
tain and which every normal girl har- 
bors in her breast: It is the ambition 
that the girl find her mate and be 
married and have a home and a fam- 
ily of her own. The heart of every 
woman speaks though her proud lips 
may not articulate the words: “Neith- 
er financial independence, as precious 
as may be, nor a career no matter how 
much honor and fame may accrue 
from it, can take the place of, or com- 
pensate for loss of, that greatest earth- 
ly happiness—the discovery of, and 
marriage with a true mate.” 


It has come to be a favorite topic 
with the novelists and dramatists 
and essayists—this refusal of nature 
to be cheated of her right without 
turning and rending the women that 
have sought to cheat her. For na- 
ture’s voice is imperious, her laws 
are inexorable and for the breaking 
of them, or the ignoring of them, 
one pays a price. 


Even the socially successful daugh- 
needs her mother’s guidance and 
advice and the socially unsuccessful 
daughter is dependent on her mother 
first, to create opportunities for her 
to meet men and, secondly, to help her 
entertain them and interest them. 
Sheaf after sheaf of pitiable letters 
come to this column from girls who 
are cowed by their inability to at- 
tract the men. Nobody can criticise 
these girls who haven’t the come- 
hither in their eyes though all the 
while having hunger in their hearts 
for male admiration. But one can 
criticise the’ parents who stand idly 
by, making no effort to help them 
ing no effort to create opportunities 
overcome their deficiencies, and mak- 
in which propinguity can play its 
part. Love and life have not passed 
these parents by. ey have drained 
the cup to the last drop, yet through 
stupidity, or pitilessness, or ignorance. 
or false pride, they are sitting still 


while life and love pass by for their | 


children.

The Opening lead was the singleton 
Queen of hearts, which was won by 
Declarer with the Ace. The Ace of 
clubs was then taken out of Dummy 
and the spades and clubs crossruffed. 
The result of the hand was that Mr. 
Watson made two diamonds, which 
scored 90 points, the new scoring not 
permitting any bonus for fulfilling a 
doubled contract. 
At table No. 2 Mr. Lochridge, in 


the South position, opened the bid- 
ding with one club. Mr. Gottlieb, sit- 


ting West, overcalled with a spade, 
which Mr. Schenken, North, passed. 
Mr. Lightner, sitting East, made a 
free Raise to two spades, which bid 
is slightly open to question. After 
South passed, Mr. Gottlieb carried the 
bidding to four spades, which was 
doubled by Mr. Schenken. Due to the 
unfortunate distribution of the cards, 
Mr. Gottlief was forced to go down 
1400, although Double Dummy play 
could have held the set to 900.

You Should Be as Proud as a Yankee With This Quilt

“Heigh ho for a difficult quilt. No 
inexperienced quilt piecer should try 
to make this old fashioned quilt. It 
is called Yankee Pride. The Yankees 
were known as a clever and ingen- 
ious people. fF don’t wonder. Any 
one who can piece this beautiful 
block deserves to have the pride of a 
Yankee.” Nancy was prefacing to her 
Nancy Page Quilt Club with these 
words. 7 

But when th? members looked at 
the quilt they decided that most of 
them could make it. 

There are a number of ways of 
working it out. First, of course, it 
is necessary to write for the life size 
pattern. This may be procurred by 


following the directions given below. 
Once the leaflet is -in your hands 
study it. Notice the corner pieces 
as shown in this small picture. 

The corner pieces may be cut in 
one piece or as suggested in the pat- 
tern leaflet the odd corners, desig- 
nated in that leaflet by dotted lines 
may be cut separately and pieced 
onto the main white square. 

The lozenge shaped pieces, there 
are eight of them making up the 
center star arrangement, are pieced 
and then joined to white squares and 
white diamonds. The four star ar- 
rangements at corners call for only 
six of these lozenges since the white 
diamond fits into the space left by 
the omission of two of the lozenges. 


This pattern may be made up of 
odds and ends, or it may use plain 
or small figured black and white for 
background, and then two shades of 
plain or figured for the stars. Or 
each block as shown here, may be 
developed in one range of colors, say 
pinks, or greens, or yellows. 

Notice that no seams are allowed 
in the pattern as given so one quar- 
ter inch must be allowed on all sides 
when cutting the pieces.

Engineers to Hear Argu- 
ments for Project in Co- 
lumbus May 2. 


United States board of engineers for 
rivers and harbors will hold a hearing 
here May 2 on a proposal for improve- 
ment of the Apalachicola and Chatta- 
hoochee rivers to Columbus, it was 
announced today by J. Ralston Car- 
gill, president of the Chattahoochee 
Valley and Gulf Association. 

The meeting was arranged for Co- 
lumbus instead of Washington, Mr. 
Cargill revealed, through the efforts 
of Senators Walter F, George and 
Richard B. Russell Jr., of Georgia; 
Duncan U. Fletcher and Park Tram- 
mell, of Florida; Hugo L. Black and 
John H. Bankhead, of Alabama, and 
Representatives Bryant T.. Castellow, 
Millard Caldwell and Henry B. Stea- 
gall from the district in Georgia, Flor- 
ida and Alabama which are traversed 
by the Apalachicola-Chattahoochee 
system. 

Senator George has informed offi- 
cials here that Major General Lytle 
Brown, chief of engineers for rivers 
and harbors, has agreed that the sur- 
vey report on the New Orleans-to-Co- 
lumbus waterway, made under the act 
of 1925, will receive consideration at 
the hearing. This is the original pro)- 
ect sponsored by the Columbus Cham- 
ber of Commerce in 1924, the status 
of which is summarized by Mr. Cargill 
as follows: 

“The board of engineers and chief 


of engineers have approved the proj-| 


ect of an inland waterway of stand- 
ard dimensions all the way from the 
Mississippi river to the Apalachicola 
river and it is in a process of com- 
pletion. The board has not made a 
decisiow on the river part of this proj- 
ect, which is the canalization by locks 
and dams of the Apalachicola and 
Chattahoochee rivers to Columbus. 
The board has received three reports 
on this part of the project from en- 
gineer offices of the gulf division. The 
first two were unfavorable and the 
last one was favorable. 

“No single thing could have as 
great effect in bringing rear yee to 
this entire section,” Mr. Cargill point- 
ed out, “as the improvement by can- 
alization of this river system for the 
economical operation of self-propelled 
barges. In the first place, eminent 
engineers, both army and _ civilian, 
have agreed that the project is en- 
tirely feasible. It will utilize a great 
natural resource now going to waste, 
so far as navigation is concerned, and 
great natural .resource now going to 
waste, so far as navigation is concern- 
ed, and the expenditure by the govern- 
ment of several million dollars will 
put men to work at a time when it 
is needed, and at a time when the 
project can be completed at the lowest 
possible cost.”

AUGUSTAN 1S DENIED 
REVIEW OF CONVICTION 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—()— 
The supreme court today denied a re- 
view to John P. Weathersbee, con- 
victed of violating the federal prohi- 
bition act at Augusta, Ga. oe 

Weathersbee contended two prohibi- 
tion agents had searched his car with- 
out a warrant or sufficient cause 
and that the evidence obtained should 
have been suppressed. 

Two agents on July 11, 1931, fol- 
lowed the automobile, claiming they 
did so on the general reputation of 
Weathersbee and on information that 
he and his brother Frank, who was 
in the car, were moving liquor in 
small quantities to their new ad- 
dress in Augusta. 

When the car of the Weathersbees 
stopped, the two agents approached 
and saw Frank step out with a small 
package which he immediately placed 
in the car again. 

The agents examined the package, 
opened it, smelled and tasted its con- 
tents and arrested the Weathersbees. 
Frank was acquitted. 

The fifth circuit court of appeals 
sustained the trial court in admitting 
evidence of the two agents relative 
to the package seized.

No Record of Attempted. 
Highway Holdup. | 


MIAMI, Fia., April 17.—(P)—A 
sudden doubt in the mind of Mrs. E. 
W. Miller that a body brought to her 
door here Friday night was that of 
her, William H. (Bill) Turner, pa- 
roled life-term convict, had to be 
stilled by fingerprints today before 
the man reported slain in an_at- 
tempted holdup in Alabama was 
buried after a temporary delay. 

Meanwhile, Alabama and Georgia 
authorities announced they did not be- 
lieve the story of a man who iden- 
tified himself as Gordon Turner. 
cousin of the dead man, that Bill 
Turner was shot and killed near 
Montgomery, Ala., last Thursday 
when they tried to hold up a motor- 
ist and take his ear. 

Montgomery officers had no record 
of such an attempted holdup, and 
Chief Deputy John Scogin said at 
Montgomery “I don’t believe a word” 
of the story of Bill Turner’s death. 

Deputy Sheriff W. A. Ross, of Tift 
county, Tifton, Ga., here to return 
Gordon Turner to Tifton for kid- 
naping, holdup and automobile theft, 
also said “I don’t believe the story 
Gordon Turner is telling.” He said 
he had communicated with Montgom- 
ery officers, but gave no further basis 
for not believing the story. 

Seized at Fort Lauderdale. 

After leaving the body here at Mrs. 
Miller’s home, the man claiming to 
be Gordon Turner drove away. At 
Fort Lauderdale his car collided with 
one occupied by policemen, and he 
was arrested. 

He then detailed a story that Bill 
Turner was shot in the attempted 
holdup near Montgomery, and that 
he had placed his body in the back 
compartment of their small coupe and 
started out to deliver it to relatives. 

After a drive of 30 hours, he said, 
he arrived ‘here. 

Mrs. Miller, notifying police that a 
body was brought to her home, iden- 
tified it as that of her son. 

She placed it in charge of a Mi- 
ami undertaking establishment with 
instructions for burial, and wired her 
stepdaughter, Mrs. J, B. Tatum, of 
Waycross, Ga.: 

_"“William brought home dead last 
night.” 

Visiting the undertaking establish- 
ment today to view the body for the 
first time since it was prepared for 
burial, she said she was not positive 
it was that of her son. She ex- 
plained that when she saw the body 
Friday night the face was black, and 
that the lamp light in her house was 
not bright, causing her to believe she 
might have been mistaken when she 
told police the dead man was her son. 

Fingerprints Made. 

While the burial was delayed, po- 
lice identification experts made fin- 
gerprints from the body. L. O. Scar- 
boro, Miami chief of detectives, an- 
nounced these checked with _finger- 
prints made previously of William 
Turner, and Mrs. Miller then said 
she was convinced of the identity. . 

With only a few persons attend- 
ing, the body was buried in Miami 
Memorial cemete after brief fu- 
neral services at the graveside-by the 
Rev. E. R. Hiller, pastor of the. 
Tamiami Temple Methodist church. 

Turner had an extensive criminal 
record. He was paroled from. the 
Florida state penitentiary several 
months ago because of ill health, al- 
though he had been sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 

He previously had escaped from the 
prison and also twice escaped from 
prisons in Alabama. He was wanted 
in Tifton, together with Gordon Tur- 
ner and Louis Turner, brother of 
William, for kidnaping a policeman 
and holding up a hotel recently. 

The man claiming to be Gordon 
Turner is held in jail at Fort Lau- 
derdale and Deputy Sheriff Ross, ac- 
companied by other Georgia officers, 
went there to take him into custody. 

Ross said he did not know when 
they would return him. “We are go- 
ing to question him tonight, and prob- 
ably will question him again tomor- 
row,” Ross said. 

Sheriff Wilkiam Clark, of Fort 
Lauderdale, to whom the prisoner 
there first told his weird story of his 
ride through three states with the 
body of Bill Turner crumpled in the 
back compartment of a small coupe, 
came here with Deputy Ross. He said 
the prisoner had not changed his 
story. 

Shortly after his arrest in Fort 
Lauderdale the man was returned 
here and detailed the same story to 
Chief Scarboro and other city police 
officers. He told it again, this time 
under oath, to Henry M, Jones, as- 
sistant state’s attorney, and J. B. 
Rowland, state’s attorney's investi- 
gator. 

Rowland and officers here said they 
had no occasion to doubt the story. 
Rowland added that “he would make 
no further investigation, because he 
was convinced the dead man was not 
killed in this county.

By Introducing Cateteria ‘System

FORT. BENNING, Ga., April 17. 
(P)—The army's going cafeteria. 


Hash slinging, once an art of burly | 


men of the bayonet and sword, is giv- 
ing way to lines of the new army. 
They come and get it now. 

Congressional economy has turned 
the trick because it costs less to 
dish out grub to the individual than 
‘t does to transport it to him at a 
table. 

“It's a boon for the little fellow 
cho used to watch his comrade 0 
heft heap his plate with the choicest 
viands while ps smaller one had to 
take the leavings,” said Sergeant Her- 
bert C. Duncan, in charge vf the 


cafeteria. ; 
“The main thing,” continued the 


sergeant, who recalled when a couple 


of ounces of butter was rationed to a 

soldier each week, “is that the soldier 

gets more to eat and better food. 
“The cost of serving is gone and 


we put the money into food. A meal 


will cost about 10 cents now, al- 
though it varies with the sort of food 
served, and, too, we save money with 
the various ovieces of : 
machinery that cut down the waste in 
eutting and preparing. | 

“We've had to practice economy 
because of the paring down of the 
budget but the result has been favor- 


able because we've learned how to 
feed men cheaper and with the least 


loss. : : 

The cafeteria is 
veterans of the infantry school de- 
tachment. They are all old-timers and 


labor-saving 


experts in their various lines. They 
aid in the actual field training of 
army officers. who come to the na- 
tion’s great infantry school for study. 

At least 500 men are fed daily in 
the cafeteria and 600 or 700 ean be 
accommodated just as easily. In fact 
when an unexpected batch of R. O. 
T. C. or national guard men arrive 
for short periods of intensive train- 
ing they are sent to the cafeteria for 
their meals. And no additional help 
is needed because of the efficiency of 
the management. 

Here’s a typical cafeteria meal at 
the noon hour: soup, two fresh vege- 
tables, meat, salad, hot rolls with huge 
slices of butter, dessert (probably 
cake with chocolate or some other 
sauce) and a drink. 

“There is no limit on the amount 
the boys can eat,” the sergeant said. 
“The only requirement is that a man 
consume the food he bas taken on his 
plate and at the evening meal that 
they be dressed in fnll uniform.” 

Other outfits on this post, which 
boasts a garrison of around 5,00€ 
men and is 96,000 acres in extent, 
eat at tables in the old style but 
Sergeant Duncan predicts the cafe- 
teria, because of its saving and effi- 
ciency, will be universal in the service. 

Each soldier, after finishing his 
meal, takes the tray filled with dishes 
to a long table where there is a gar- 
bage pail. He cleans his plate of 
what’s left and puts the dishes and 
tray into a rack. In a few moments
